SKLKeTBn  by  my  fellow-citizens  to  fill  the 
executive  Itrr.nch  of  the  government  at  a lute 
period  ot  life,  and  called  fiom  a pe.aceful  abode, 
to  ii'idertakc  the  alduouB  duties  of  the  office 
of  ehiet  magistrate,  .It  a crisis  in  wliich  the 
-Ainencan  nation'JH  engaged  in  a w.ar  with  one 
of  the  most  powerful  nations  in  the  world ; I 
feel  a diffidence  in  thus  veiitiiring  to,  execute 
the  high  trust  which  devolves  upon  me,  be- 
lieving that  I do  not  possess  that  extent  of 
knowledge  relative  to  our  political  relations, 
nor  the  experience  necessut  v to  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  af.endant  on  that  important  sta 
tion.  Xo  circumstance  could  have  brought 
me  from  my  retirement,  at  this  stage  of  life 
except  in  compliance  ■.viih  the  voice  of  mv 
fellow  citizens,  which  has  ever  been  res[>ected 
by  me  witli  the  highest  veneration.  Ifa  gra. 
Clous  Providence  shall  be  pleased  to  indulge 
me  with  dajs  to  serve  my  country,  {luring  the 
constitiitioinl  period  for  which  I have  Imeit 
elected,  it  will  he  a source  of  great  gratifica 
tioii  in  iny  retirement,  shoulil  my  best  endea- 
vors to  promote  the  interest  of  oiir  common 
countrj-,  meet  the  reasonable  expectations  of 
my  fellow-citizens.  Integrity,  and  a due  at- 
tention to  the  duties  of  tlie  uilice,  are  all  I can, 
on  my  part, premise. 

The  coiislilution  requires  the  governor  from 
time  to  time,  to  give  to  the  general  assembly 
inf.irmation  of  the  st.ite  of  tlie  coinmonwealih  ; 
and  to  recoin nieml  to  tiieir  consideration,  such 
measures  as  lie  sliati  deem  expedient.  In  per- 
forimng  tills  |iarl  of  my  duty,  it  is  with  plea- 
sure 1 mturm  you,  that  no  unusual  disaster 
has  tallen  to  our  lot : hut  permit  me  to  coii- 
gra'.ulate  you  on  tlie  hciiefils  Xvhich  a divine 
I’rovi. fence  l)as  conferred  upon  our  country,  by 
the  blessings  of  health  dispensed  among  our 
fellow-citizen.s,  and  the  abundant  harvest  wliich 
tile  earth  had  j ielded  to  die  husbandman. 

The  interior  Sit  iiatipu  of  the  slate,  relieves 
ns  from  the  immediate  horrors  and  devesta- 
tion  inciilent  to  a slate  of  war.  Yet,  although 
W'e  are  thus  hapuili  sitiiateil,  it  becomes  us, 
as  a component  part  i f the  .\merican  confede- 
racy, to  he  prepared  tor  any  and  < very  event — 
not  only  as  it  may  relate  to  the  immediate  de- 
fence ai.d  p.olceiion  ot  the  state  ; but  that  we 
may  he  the  belter  able  to  contribute  our  pro- 
portion oi  aid,  agi  eeably  to  l!ie  requisitions  of 
the  general  government. 

Tile  .Snierican  government,  incases  of  inva- 
sioii  and  i .surrection,  has  reposed  its  confi- 
dence HI  the  militia, — a revision  of  the  militia 
law  at  this  inten  sting  juncture,  is  woi  thv  of 
considerafioii.  The  late  requisition  of  the 
general  government  on  the  miliiia  of  the  state, 
lias  probably  discovered  to  some  ofvou,  gentle- 
men, detects  in  the  law,  and  dictated  the  pro- 
visions necessary  to  re.neiU  such  defects.  The 
law  ought  to  compel  both  officers  and  soldiers, 
promptly  to  perform  ibeirduly — yet  not  to  be 
oppressive.  \ well  regtdated'  militia  w ill  a- 
vail  little,  unless  certain  means  be  adopted  for 
tlie  procurement  of  an  ad.quate  supply  of  arms 
and  ammunition,  and  tb.e  erection  ot  mag'a- 
zines  in  convenici.t  sUuations,  tor  tlie  safe-keep- 
ing and  preserving  the  military  stores,  when 
procured. 

Impressed  will)  a bei.ef  that  ibe  resources 
of  the  government  are  adequate  to  all  its  wants, 
lam  hiduced  to  pivss  this  subject  lor  your 
most  serious  coiisid-ration.  True  it  is,  we  are 
far  removed,  at  this  moment,  from  the  din  of 
War — yet  we  know  net,  how  soon  we  may  he  as- 
sailed by  both  foreign  and  inienial  enemies. 
Self'detcnce,  that  great  ruling  principle  in 
man,  ought  to  awaken  the  rulers  cf  the  com- 
monwealth to  guard  licr  rights,  protect  lier  in- 
terest.s,  an  I be  rc.idy  to  meet  any  casually.  To 
omit  making  the  necessaiy  arrangemems  till 
danger  appeals,  is  impolitic,  and  often  attend- 
ed with  dangers  the  most  fatal.  If,  upon  en- 
qiiin,  it  shall  be  fimnd  inconven'ent  to  accom 
plisii  theohieclat  once,  aniuial  appropriations 
stiiiable  to  the  resources  of  the  govermnent, 
may  be  directed,  until  the  object  be  com|)leted 
This  measure,  if  adopted,  will  insure  respect 
abroa.*  preserve  tranquility  at  lionie,  ami  upon 
an  emergency,  enable  the  militia  in  the  state 
to  march  with  promptness,  to  any  point  they 
mat  be  ordered 
The  existing  militia  law  requires  every  com- 
missioned ollicer  to  take  certain  oaths  before 
a magistrate,  or  son.e  county  court,  previous  to 
his  entering  on  the  diilies  of  his  office.  The 
regulation  i.s  discovered  to  be  inconvenient 
when  tlie  militia  are  in  actual  sii  vice.  Va- 
c.mcies  will  often  occur  by  rcsijrnalions  and 
from  other  causes,  which  of  necessity  must  be 
filled,  and  this  at  a time  wlien  it  would  be  im- 
proper for  the  newly  appointeil  officer  to  be 
ab.-,iit  from  duty.  power  vesU-d  in  the  com- 
iJi-.indant  of  a regiment  or  corps,  to  administer 
the  necessary  oaths,  when  the  miliiia  are  in 
actual  service,  will  remedy  the  inconvenience. 

Previous  to  my  com. ng  into  office,  the  go- 
vernment of  the  United  States  had  declared 
war  against  that  of  Ureal  Ilritaiii,  and  a large 
detaclim.'iit  of  llie  militia  of  this  state  were 
marching  to  oppose  our  common  enemy,  and 
anoilier  was  pieparing  to  march.  It  was  evi- 
dent  to  every  reffect  ng  mind,  that  the  prepar- 
ations to  supply  the  immense  Ibrce  called  forth 
were  vary  inadequate,  and  tliat  these  deficien- 
cies arose  from  causes  which  could  not  be  con- 
trolcd  by  the  executive  of  the  United  Slates, 
in  time  to  afford  relief,  the  scene  of  action 
being  loo  remote  from  the  scat  of  the  general 
gov.uiimcnt.  To  remedy  the  evil  in  future,  I 
add'.essed  a letter  to  the  secretary  for  the  war 
dcpailmcnt  on  the  subject ; and  aV  the  same 
time  suggested  the  nieas. ires  u h.ch  I believe 
to  be  n.osl  cli'ec.lual  to  annoy  and  distress  mu- 
savage  enemy  Copies  of  my  letter  and  the  se- 
cretarv’v  answerare  herewiili  subinit'.cd. 

Early  in  the  month  of  September  last,  gov. 
ernor  'larrison  made  a requisition  of  mounted 
volunteers  ti-oni  tins  state,  in  aid  of  the  infantr) 
ordered  by  him  liir  the  protection  of  the  two 
terriUirics  bordering  on  the  norlli-west  of  the 
Ohio.

'I  l-.e  command  of 
these  troops,  with  three  regiments  of  tliis  slate’s 
quota  of  the  detached  malitia,  and  the  United 
States’ troops  already  in  that  qnarier,  under 
Col.  Kusseil,  wx*re  confided  to  major-g  neral 
Hopkins,  will)  power  to  carry  the  views  of  the 
general  governmetil  into  effect.

Believing  that  I am  .addressing  fellow  citi- 
zens.  breath. iig  the  spirit  of  patiiotism,  and 
holding  similar  sentiments  with  my  own  on  the 
subject  of  the  present  war,  no  douht  exists  but 
that  the  gciierul  as.sembly-  will  willingly  ..dopt 
every  posvibie  measure  to  support  ami  aid  the 
iiatiomil  govermneiii  in  avenging  the  injuries 
commitUd  nii  our  rights  as  a nation,  until  com- 
plete justice  be  done  The  cup  of  reconciliation 
has  been  exhausted,  by  fhcii  lkss  attfhpts  to 
convince  the  Uritish  government  of  her  error. — 
Inste.ad  of  redressing  injuries,  her  pride  and 
arrogance  induced  her  to  accumulate  them ; 
even  alter  the  declaration  of  war,  we  are  in- 
formed by  the  .x.ldrcss  of  the  president  ot  the 
United  States  to  emgress,  that  an  overture  was 
made,  stipulating  the  terms  on  which  the  pi'o- 
givss  of  war  .i.iglil  he  arrested,  w ithout  wail- 
ing a formal  and  final  peace.  Iteasonable  as 
the  propositioDs  made  appear  to  have  been, 
still  they  are  declined  from  an  avowed  repug- 
nance to  treat  us  as  an  indr))eiideiu  nation. 

No  alternative  now  remains,  but  by  a unani- 
mous exertion  to  avenge  our  wrongs ; the  means 
to  do  this,  we  are  assured  we  fully  posses-s, 
provided  we  act  iu  concei  t. — United,  we  need 
not  fear  any  enemy  ; divide  us,  miseries  iiical- 
culahle  await  our  downfall.  The  appeal  to 
.n-ms  is  made — let  union  prevail  in  our  coun- 
cils; let  the  measures  directed  by  our  rulers, 
be  promptly  executed,  and  we  may  safely  rest 
till  justice  of  out-  cause  with  that  all-powerful 
Being  who  roles  the  universe ; for  we  may  just- 
ly say  w ith  the  I’residcnt,  “ The  war  in  which 
we  are  engaged,  is  a war  neither  of  ambition 
nor  vain  glory — that  it  is  waged  not  in  viola- 
tion of  the  rights  of  others,  but  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  our  own ; that  it  was  preceded  by  a 
patience  without  example,  under  wrongs  accii- 
inidaiing  withuut  end  ; and  that  it  was  finallv 
not  declared,  until  every  hope  of  averting  it 
was  cMingmshed.“ 

I liave  discovered  upon  the  files  in  the  secre- 
tary’s office,  a coi  respondence  which  commenc- 
ed between  my- predecessor,  and  the  executive 
of  the  slato  of  Ttniic-ssee,  relative  to  the  boun- 
dary line,  vvl'.icli  look  place  under  the  act  of 
the  last  session  of  the  legislature  of  this  slate, 
passed  on  that  subject.  N»'.hing  having  been 
done  under  that  act  towards  the  completion  of 
this  object,  ow  ing  to  the  omission  of  the  exec- 
utive of  the  state  of  TeuiiesBce  to  appoint  com- 
missioners on  her  part,  to  meet  commissioners 
from  tins  state,  tor  the  adjustment  of  the  sub- 
ject  matter  ronlained  therein.  Copies  of  the 
correspondc..ec  winch  p.vsscd  on  the  occasion, 
are  lierewilli  submitted,  together  willi  the  co- 
py of  a letter  IVoin  the  executive  ot  Tennessee 
to  myself,  covering  the  copy  of  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly  of  llftt  slate,  passed  tlie  21st 
October,  1812,  entitled  “ an  act  locoiihrin  and 
establish  Walker’s  line,  as  the  f)ound..ry-  be 
tween  tins  state  and  th  state  of  Kentucky.’’— 

V copy  of  winch  is  also  submitted,  it,  there 
fore,  now  beromes  the  duty  of  the  legislalure 
to  take  up  t tis  subject  on  different  gi-ound,  as 
it  has  assumed  anew  shape  from  that  first  pro- 
posed by  tl.e  general  assembly  of  the  state  of 
Ti-n-iessee,  in  their  resolution  of  the  20lh  of 
N ve  i.ber,  1811. 

I 0 presi-rve  peace  and  harmony  between  the

The  boats,  too,  with  our  pro- 
visions of  rauons,  forage  anu  military  st<-res, 
could  be  more  easily  Covered  and  protecteu, 
as  the  line  of  march  could  be  invariably 
nearer  the  river.  Lieut.  Col.  Barbour  wi'.li 
one  battaiion  of  his  regiment,  had  command 
at  the  seven  boats,  and  encamped  with  us 
.■n  the  bank  of  the  river,  almost  every 
night,  i'his  so  protracted  our  mat  ch.  that 
we  did  nut  reach  the  Pi-opliet’s  town  u.tid 
the  10th.

country,  and  conslructing  works  fur  the  de- 
li-nce  of  our  boats  and  the  army. — tjeveii 
miles  east  of  us  on  the  Ponce  Passu  creek 
a party  of  liidtaas  were  discovered,  they 
Had  fired  on  a small  party  ot  ours  on  the 
20th,  killed  a man  by  the  name  of  Dunn 
1 gallant  soltiier  in  Capl.  Duval’s  coinpaii) 
On  the  22d  upwards  ul  60  horsemen  under 
the  command  of  Lieut  Colonels  Aleitll  and 
'.Vilcox,  anxious  to  bury  their  Comi-ade,  a 
well  as  gain  a more  complete  knowledge 
of  the  ground,  went  on  to  a point  near  tne 
Indian  encampment,  fell  into  an  ambuscade,

Gen.  Smyth  bits  seen  in  the  National  Intelli- 
gencer the  orticinl  letter  nf  nnijor  gen.  t an 
Kensselaer,  respecting  the  affair  at  Queenston, 
and  has  observed  that  his  name  is  1 1 ice  men- 
tioned in  a w ay  that  may  icquire  explanation. 

Gen.  Van  Btiisselaei- says,  “ 1 had  on  thejth 
inst.  (Oct.)  w-ritten  to  brig.  gen.  Smyth,  're- 
questing an  .mervievv  with  him,  maj.  gen.  Hall, 
and  the  coiimiHiictants  of  the  U.  States'  regi. 
ments,  for  the  purpose  of  Confeiring  upon  the 
subject  of  liiinre  .i!,eraiioiis.’’ 

On  the  3d  of  Oct.  gen.  Van  Rensselatr  order- 
ed a general  court  martial  to  be  held  at  gen. 
Smyth’s  camp;  and  on  the  5th  he  addressed  a 
note  to  gen.  Smyth,  requesting  an  iiiterview- 
upon  the  earliest  day  possible,  “consistcnl 
with  the  business  nf  the  court  martial,  and  oth- 
er indispensable  duties.” 

On  the  8th,  in  the  night,  the  attack  was 
made  on  the  Caledonia.  On  the  9th,  in  ihcraor-

Whnyates  and  the  second  lieu- 
tenant. 

We  had  five  killed  ard  five  wounded,  a* 
tier  list  ; the  wounded  are  recovering. 
I,ieut.  Claxtcn,  who  was  confined  by  s'ck- 
ness,  left  his  bed  a little  previ-aus  tn  the 
vfigagement,  and  lUo’  too  weak  to  be  vl  hia 
division,  remained  upon  deck  and  shewed 
by  his  Composed  manner  nf  noting  its  inci- 
dents. that  we  liad  lost  by  his  illness  the 
services  of  a brave  offieer.

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LAWS  OF  THE  V.  STATES. 


(By  Aiitlioritv.) 


AN  ACT 

Supplementary  to  the  act  entitled  “ An  act 
autliorizing  the  president  of  the  U.  States  to 
aecep  and  organize  certain  Volunteer  Mili- 
liury-  corps.” 

He  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  o f Re- 
preseniativee  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  Tliat  in  ail  cases  where 
woluiitecrs  have  ottered  or  hereafter  shall  ofler 
their  services  to  the  United  States,  under  llie 
act,  eiiiilled  “ .\n  act  authorizing  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Cnited  States  to  accept  and  organ- 
ize certain  volunteer  military-,  corps,”  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  Hinted  States 
lo  appoint  and  commis.sion  otliceis  thereto  by 
and  w illi  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
any  thing  in  the  said  act  to  the  contnj-y-  not- 
vitlistaiiding : Provided,  That  prior  to  the  is- 
-iiing  of  such  coiiim.-ssions,  tile  volunteers  a- 
■oresald  shall  have  signed  an  enrolment,  bind- 
■ig  tlieniselvcs  to  service,  coiiforitiahly  to  the 
piovisioiis  of  the  act  to  which  tins  is  asupplc- 
'uent.
